Fire starting in a rooming house 
operated by Mrs. William Carroll, at 
153 1-2 Whitehall steet. early this 
morning threatened the lives of scores 
of roomers living on the second floor 
of the building which covers numbers 
153-155-157 Whitehall street. 

The upper floor of the entire build- 
ing was gutted, as was the rear end 
of the ground floor of No. 157 White- 
hall street which is occupied by Wal- 
ton’s cafe and Saul’s choe store. Part 
of the building is occupied by the Cu- 
han cigar factory. ‘Che lower floors 
of all three numbers were damaged 
by smoke and water. 

The first alarm was turned in at 
2:30 o’clock this morning, and was 
fo‘lowed a few minutes later by a 
gereral alarm turned in by Chief 
the battle 
against the flames. Twenty streams 
of water were played on the blaze 
from the rear of the burning build- 
ing and ten from the front. The 
blaze was pronounced under contro: 
at 3:20 o’clock this morning. Chief 
Cody refused to estimate the amount 
of damage but property owners of 
the neighborhood set the figure at 
between $50,00 and $75,000. 

Police aroused roomers in the Ox- 
ford hotel, near the fire, and in al' 
rooming houses within the block. The 
street was filled with shivering. 
scontily-clad refugees from the entire 
district, as well as by many curios. 
ity seekers from nearby streets. 


In fighting the blaze from the rear 
Chief Cody’s fighters literally flooded 
the Saul shoe store with water. 
later, after .be fire bad been brough:s 
under control, the firemen opened the 
front doors of the building to allow 
the water to run ont. 

It did. And floating right on toy 
of the wave were approximately 500 
pairs of shoes. Spectators, firemen 
and policemen joined in a mai 
scramble to rescue the footwear. It 
seemed probable that at least a few 
of the fire refugees would find some 
seiace for disturbed sleep in new 
bovts.

Make New Record 


With Big Guns 


Aboard the U. S. S. Maryland off | 
San Pedro, Cal., November 1.—A new 
chapter in the history of naval gun- 
nery was written on floating targets 
by projectiles from the super-dread- 
naught Maryland's 16-inch rifles, fired 
yesterday for the first time in actual 
battle practice. 

Gunners of the Maryland celebrated 
the initial firing of the big rifles by 
hurling a 2,000 pound projectile 
straight through the bull’s eye of the 
distant target, their second shot split | 
along the raft squarely in the middle. 

Targets were changed twice during | 
the gunnery drill, yet both sets looked | 


' 


as though they had been riddled by 
giant buckshot. 

During the two runs on the target 
all four turrets sent their charges to 
the mark with starlting regularity. 
What officers said was most remark- 
able, however, was the fact that not 
one of the gun pointers ever had fired | 
a shot before. The Maryland's per- | 
sonnel consists largely a recruits and } 
more than 80 per cent of her gun 
crews are inexperienced men. 

The firing was accompanied by spec- 
tacular sights. The explosive neces- 
sary to hurl 9,090 pounds of steel 
miles within a few seconds rocked and 
rolled and shook the 33,500 ton super- 
dreadnaught as if it were g@ canoe. 
Port and headlights and ether glasses 
were smashed ; paint was chipped from 
the stacks and sides, and heavy steel 
deck gear rattled about like so much 
tin.

Of course, there is the law of av- 
erages and the risk to be considered, 
But in spite of the drawbacks, yard- 
ages annexed by. passes is just as 
rood as ground gained in any other 
fasion. 

Quite an extensive signal drill was 
held yesterday.

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Bow Is Rehaired 
In Record Time 
By Mays Badgett 


What is believed to te a world’s 
‘record was established in Atlanta yes- 
|terday when Mays Badgett, well- 
| known violin maker, before a number 
'of professional musicians, succeeded In 
'rehairing a violin bow in two min- 
‘utes flat. Then, not satisfied with 
this performance, Badgett had _ blind- 
folds placed over his eyes and again 
repeated this delicate and intricate 
operation in less than five minutes. 
The exhibition of Badgett’s hand- 
i craft, which took place in his little 
‘shop at Five Points, was occasioned 
by a statement issued by Lyon & 
Healy, Chicago music house, that a 
world’s record of five minutes and 
thirty-six seconds for rehairing a bow 
had been established in Dresden, Ger- 
many. 
This phase of the fiddle maker's 
work has long been a means for 
friendly rivalry between violin ex- 
perts. Friends scoffed when Badgett 
said he could beat the record, so 
Thursday was set for the trial. 
Profesisonal violinists held watches 
while Badgett’s deft fingers flew. He 
completed every step of the operation, 
even r-moving the bow from its case, 
taking out the old hair, soaking, 
combing and inserting the new hair 
in tip and nut and making a perfect | 
job of it in both of his trials. When 
blindfolded he completed the rehairing | 
in 4 minutes, 50 seconds. | 
Admiring witnesses at the conelu- | 
‘sion of the exhibition presented Bad- 
gett with signed statements certifying | 
the time he had made. |

FOOT TREATMENTS.
